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In Midst of COVID-19, San Francisco Moves 
To Solve Nursing Shortage

Mayor London Breed said Tuesday 
she would temporarily waive the civil 
service procedures normally required 
to hire nurses at San Francisco General 
Hospital - procedures that usually take 
as long as six months to bring a new 
employee onboard. 


“We've been chronically under- 
staffed,” Aaron Cramer, a nurse and 
union shop steward at SFGH, tells SF 
Weekly. “I’m for that action. Now is the 
time for dramatic measures, and we 
need nurses today. The city needs to do 
what it takes.” 


The hospital has long operated with 
fewer permanent full-time staff than 
called for in its budgeted staffing level. 
In February, it was down 8 percent, 
with 73 permanent full-time equiva- 
lent nursing positions vacant. 


“T want to make it really clear we 
have been maintaining care by using 
our nurses that are per-diem,” says 
Terry Dentoni, chief nursing officer 
for SFGH. “We've never been below 
the staffing levels required to care for 
patients.” 


“Per-diem” nurses are hired ona 
temporary basis, for a fixed period 
of time - think of the equivalent of 


a temp agency — and used as a stop- 
gap measure. They’re also a point of 
contention with SEIU 1021, the union 
which represents nurses at SFGH. 


“The primary purpose of per-diem 
are to hire for backfill, or for staff on 
medical leave or vacation. But they 
employ per-diem on a full-time basis 
because they can’t meet the budgeted 
[staffing levels],” Cramer says. “Per-di- 
ems are not something we can count 
on. They’re not tied to work commit- 
ments here. In a crisis, we need per- 
manent, dedicated staff to handle this 
situation.” 


Per-diem workers also aren’t given 
medical benefits, retirement, or vaca- 
tion pay, Dentoni says. She says she 
would rather fill those 73 vacancies 
with permanent staff, and the suspen- 
sion of the civil service rules pave the 
way for that to happen much more 
quickly now. 


“Twenty-six (people) have already 
accepted conditional offers, and HR is 
processing them,’ Dentoni says, which 
leaves about 50 positions left to fill to 
reach the budgeted staffing level. 

The Department of Public Health 
is hosting an invite-only hiring fair at 
SFGH on Saturday, and HR is reaching 
out to people who have previously ap- 
plied to see if they’re still interested.

“If it’s a match, we'll hire them on 
the spot,” Dentoni says. Those nurses 
could then be able to start working in 
as little as one to two weeks. 


And it can’t come soon enough, 
nurses tell me. 


“I feel management and leadership 
is doing the best they can in the midst 
of a pandemic,” says Norissa Cooper, a 
medical-surgical nurse at SFGH. “How- 
ever, as a level 1 trauma center and as 
a disaster hospital, I feel we don’t have 
the capacity to surge as we need to 
right now.” 


Cooper has worked at SFGH for 12 
years and is currently assigned toa 
floor dedicated to COVID-19 patients. 
But pandemic or not, the hospital still 
needs to serve patients who are re- 
ceiving end of life care, giving birth, or 
suffering unforeseen accidents. 





“T feel like the hospital is not meet- 
ing the staffing needs in order to make 
that happen,” Cooper says. “Years of 
understaffing, mandated budget cuts, 
stagnant and cumbersome hiring _ 
practices are now coming to bear. The 
pandemic has exposed us, and now we 
are forced to acknowledge our short- 
comings.” 
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There is an old pica ruler in my 
newspaper office that I found when I 
started working here in 2018. I have 
no need to measure type these days, 
but I could not bring myself to part 
with. It measures exactly 18 inches in 
length. 


Coincidentally, that is also the pre- 
cise distance that E.B, White famously 
said provides New Yorkers “both the 
connection and separation” they need 
to inhabit a city where people are 
many, and space is tight. 


He was referring to New York, in 
his “Here is New York” essay, of course, 
but no matter what city we share with 
hundreds of thousands of others, the 
space we keep between each other is 
changing in these pandemic times. 


And even though it is less popu- 
lated than New York, in crowded San 
Francisco, on most days before “social 
distancing” entered our lexicon, having 


a whole 18 inches of space would be 
luxuriant. Try as we might to put our 
bags and backpacks down while riding 
public transit, accidentally brushing 
against each other is commonplace 

at rush hour. Downtown crosswalks 
possess enough human mass to halt 
the most impatient of Uber drivers 
who dare try to defy the walk light. 
And, it is hard not to be pushed into 

a sidewalk detour by oblivious tech 
bros strutting four astride, just as they 
must on weekends when they take 
their titanium two-wheelers to the 
roads. 


Until now. 


These days, you could toss a bowling 
ball down the sidewalks without hit- 
ting a single lanyard-wearing visitor, or 
flip-flop clad tourist. BART train cars 
are nearly empty on any given morn- 
ing, San Francisco public schools are 
shuttered, and even the ever popular 
‘Hamilton” at the Orpheum decided 


that the show will not go on, even be- 
fore Mayor London Breed announced 
a shelter-in-place for the city on Mon- 
day. Those of us still going to work 
every day are advised to keep at least 
six feet between ourselves and fellow 
humans. 


There is plenty of room to stretch 
out. No one is invading our physical, 
or even auditory space. The obsessive- 
ly repetitive drum beat that echoes 
through downtown on any given day is 
quiet, and the Friday afternoon rinse 
and repeat speaker blasting “Black 
Magic Woman” on Market Street 
is silent. There is no busker on the 
sidewalk drawing in the tourists - and 
their money- with his maddeningly 
seductive game of find the ball under 
the cup. 


Indeed, SF Weekly’s original plan 
for this issue was to write about base- 
ball: Giants bobbleheads, garlic fries, 
fans coping with cheating scandals. It 


seems almost quaint now as America’s 
great pastime experiences a delay of 
game. Nearly every event you can 
think of has been put on hold, and our 
favorite cafes have closed or turned 

to takeout only. Even libraries, those 
public vestiges of freedom for all, have 
shuttered. 


Yes, E.B. White’s 18-inch standard 
is obsolete in these dystopian times. 
The widening, widening gap between 
us bestows much more loneliness than 
White said that foot and a half does 


for New Yorkers in more normal times. 


Facetime and virtual meetups are 

no replacement for experiencing the 
annoyances - and occasional, unpre- 
dictable joys that sneak into the daily 
grind of being in the city. 


I look forward to that day when 
we again hear the crack of the bat on 
a blue sky afternoon in the stadium 
by the bay, when we can go online to 
score a cheap partial view ticket to

The sweeping, coronavirus-related 
shelter-in-place orders across six Bay 
Area counties are nearly the exact 
same orders for each county, telling 
“residents to stay home except for es- 
sential needs.” But apparently, “essen- 
tial needs” were defined differently by 
each county. San Jose has deemed that 
its cannabis dispensaries and deliveries 
are essential services, according to the 
Bay Area News Group, and SF Weekly 
has confirmed that Alameda County 
and Oakland cannabis retailers are still 
open for business under the shelter-in- 
place orders. 

But they weren’t in San Francisco 
— until now. Mayor London Breed just 
amended her shelter-in-place order to 
allow dispensaries to reopen.

“Cannabis is an needed medicine 
for many San Franciscans and dispen- 
saries are allowed to continue oper- 
ating,” the mayor announced at 4:30 
p.m. Tuesday. 

Many San Francisco dispensaries 
were confident those rules would 
change. 

“We have it on good authority we'll 
be opening this week,” said one San 
Francisco dispensary we called, who 
had staff on hand, and were ready to 
open up at a moment’s notice once 
they got permission. 

SPARC owner Erich Pearson tells SF 
Weekly that he expected the change to 
come today. “I’ve gotten good respons-

es from some [San Francisco] supervi- 
sors that they’re very concerned about 
this,” Pearson says. “I think we’ll see 
some sort of change in policy today.” 

Supevisor Matt Haney led the 
charge, in a private meeting with de- 
partment heads. 

“T feel very strongly that cannabis 
dispensaries should be open for pickup 
and delivery,” Haney told SF Weekly 
just minutes before the meeting. “I’ve 
heard from many of my constituents 
who are afraid about these dispensa- 
ries being shut down for the next three 
weeks or longer. It clearly falls into 
something that would be an ‘essential 
service.” 

“Just like with take-out restaurants 
or pet stores, aquariums or a broad 








range of things that we’re allowing to 
stay open, this could be done in a way 
that maintains adequate health protec- 
tions, including social distancing, no 
on-site use, and continuing pickup and 
delivery. 

“There’s absolutely no logical reason 
to shut down delivery. Delivery is still 
happening for everything else. Why 
would you shut down local cannabis 
delivery operations?” 

The change wasn't like the switch 
of a normal law. The director of Public 
Health reopened the dispensaries with 
a simple order from Mayor Breed. 

“This was done under the emergen- 
cy powers of the mayor, it’s not some- 
thing that can be fixed legislatively,” 
Haney explains. 





“If any city were to know this is an 
important concern, it’s San Francisco,” 
Haney says. 

SF Weekly has not confirmed 
whether any SF dispensaries are open 
yet. But you'd better believe they will 
be Wednesday morning.

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How We Care for Each Other 


San Francisco arts spaces find alternative ways for experiencing art as acommunity.

Before San Francisco ordered a city- 
wide lockdown, the local arts commu- 
nity was figuring out what they could 
do in the midst of a crisis. The ongoing 
pandemic demands that people keep 
their distance, but the arts thrive on 
full audiences, packed venues, and 
shared experiences. 


But ironically, staying home or stay- 
ing away is sometimes the most self- 
less thing to do. We rounded up a few 
heartwarming stories about the San 
Francisco arts community in one of its 
most dire eras. This is how we care for 
each other: 


Isotope Comics 


James Sime, owner of Isotope Com- 
ics, “came of age” in the early 1990s 
when an AIDS crisis left a generation 
traumatized. 


“It was devastating,” Sime wrote to 
SF Weekly in an email. “We knew so 
little, our government refused to talk 
about it, but all around us our friends 
were dying. And dying. And dying. It 
was a really scary time.” 


It’s what Sime reflects on when he 
talks about our current pandemic, and 
how he builds these experiences into 
his philosophy surrounding Isotope 
Comics. 


“We learned how to take care of 
ourselves and others around us, how 





to stick together, support each other, 
celebrate life, and help keep each other 
safe and sane,’ Sime said. 


That’s why — before the city-wide 
lockdown — Sime posted on Facebook 
on March 12 an alternative for im- 
muno-compromised people, offering 
a way for them or their loved ones to 
come into Isotope while the shop was 
closed to the public to minimize their 
chances of exposure: “Private times are 
available six days a week. And curb side 
pick-up so you don't have to leave your 
car is always available any time.” As of 
March 13, Sime was also offering home 
delivery. 


Social media response was over- 
whelmingly positive, with many people 
praising Sime for giving people the 
option of shopping for comics safely 
— a privilege that many of us take for 
granted. 


Taking care of your mental health 
is crucial during distressing times, and 
Sime hopes that Isotope can play a part 
in relieving people’s anxiety. 


“T think being a source of happiness 
and escapism in troubled times is the 
most important thing a comic store 
can be,” Sime said. “A small comfort in 
troubled times.” 


A.C.T. Goes Digital 


Restrictions against gatherings 
don’t mean the death of art. It’s the 
21st century, and the A.C.T. is working 
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on a video alternative for those who 
purchased tickets to its productions of 
Gloria and Toni Stone, but haven’t been 
able to see it amid the cancelations. 


It’s not a complete substitution for 
live theater. “There’s that interplay 
when you're in the audience, there’s an 
energy you get, Jennifer Bielsten, ex- 
ecutive director of the A.C.T., says. 


But it’s something. 


“We're hoping that people will be 
delighted that there is some way — 
even though it’s not live, which we 
would prefer — that they'll actually get 
to see the show,’ Bielsten says. 


For those concerned about the 
future of theater competing against 
online platforms, don’t worry. The 
A.C.T. knows what its post-pandemic 
priorities will be. 


“We really believe in the power of 
bringing people together. We're one of 
the few ways that large groups of peo- 
ple can come together to have a shared 
live communal in-person experience,” 
Bielsten says. “That will remain the 
focus of what we do.” 


Solidarity in Asian-American 
Arts 


Baysia, like many March events 
in San Francisco, had to be canceled 
during the pandemic. Hosted by 
Kearny Street Workshop and Ba- 
lay Kreative, Baysia was supposed

to be a ten-day-long celebration of 
Asian-American art and food. Its 
tagline was “Asian American Culture 
Rising,” and it felt big, with numerous 
pop-up dinners and art shows. 


But it can still happen. Organizers 
Kimberley Arteche and Gina Rosales 
have been working on ways to host 
Baysia online. The continuation feels 
crucial — while physical health is of 
utmost priority, it often goes together 
with mental health, hand in hand. 


“The messaging is leading us to- 
wards isolation,” Arteche says. But 
even within her own community, 
artists have been able to find ways of 
banding together, from a distance. 
Arteche says that she and a group of 
poets have floated ideas like video chat 
meals. 


And as for Baysia, it’s a time for 
an artistic industry to get even more 
creative. The team pitched ideas: What 
if you hosted musicians via video chat? 
Or held a panel online? 


There might even be a way to expe- 
rience highly-anticipated events like 
virtual pop-up dinners. 


“Okay, what if the chefs shared a 
really awesome recipe with everyone? 
And people bought these ingredients 
beforehand, and they cooked it togeth- 
er, or cooked it before?” Rosales says. 


There’s a lot you can do witha 
laptop and wif, though the two ac- 


knowledge that reconstructing an 
event like this has shed some light on 
“blind spots” within their communi- 
ties. They’re currently brainstorming 
ways that older generations — who 
may not have access to the internet as 
readily as other generations do — can 
still join in. 


Nothing is set in stone yet. But 
Baysia is thinking about its digital 
revolution. 


“It’s such a unique situation and 
we don't have it 100 percent figured 
out yet. We don’t have our dates. We 
don’t know exactly what it’s going to 
look like,” Arteche says. “It’s a huge 
opportunity for us as an organization 
to think really creatively about ways to 
offer remote community.”

Supporting authors, independent bookstores, and your mental health? That's a win-win-win.

While news about the COVID-19 
pandemic flooded our social media and 
took over our small talk, book releases 
got bulldozed over by news of the on- 
going crisis. There’s still a way you can 
support authors and local independent 
bookstores while on lockdown though, 
and that’s by reading. (Or, ordering a 
book with the intent to read. It’s okay. 
We get it! You’re busy.) 


But seriously — reading can be 
great for your mental health, some- 
thing not to be ignored while everyone 
contemplates the impacts of loneliness 
while sheltering in place. Check out 
our reading guide, order a few books 
from an SF indie bookstore to support 
the local arts community and a bunch 
of authors, and start reading to make 
the lockdown a bit more bearable. 
That's a win-win-win situation. 


New Waves by Kevin Nguyen 

We've already reviewed this book 
in our pre-pandemic days (see our Jan. 
23 issue). It feels like forever ago, so 
here’s a quick rundown in case you 
forgot: New Waves takes on racism in 
the tech industry through the eyes 
of Margo and Lucas, who are tired of 
being coded as an angry Black woman 





and an unseen Asian American, respec- 
tively. But things take a twist when 
Margo dies, and Lucas starts spiraling, 
grasping onto bits of Margo’s previous 
life for an answer. New Waves is funny, 
devastating, and smart, talking about 
race in a relatively new world of tech 
with frankness. 


Uncanny Valley by Anna Wiener 

Sometimes Uncanny Valley peers 
into my soul with its spot-on critiques 
of Silicon Valley. It’s Wiener’s memoir 
of when she was a millennial working 
for a start-up in San Francisco, and it’s 
filled with some quietly snarky insights 
into tech culture. For instance: “Both 
roommates claimed they wanted to live 
independently but couldn’t abandon 
the rent control. With a combined 
household income that easily topped 
four hundred thousand dollars — not 
including the product manager’s stock 
— we were not people for whom rent 
control was intended, but there we 
were.” If that inconspicuous quote left 
you reeling with its deadly accuracy, 
then this is the book for you. 


Children of the Land by Marcelo Her- 
nandez Castillo 

Hernandez Castillo is already one 
of California’s best poets, and his new 
memoir, Children of the Land, prom- 


ises to be incredible. This book tracks 
Hernandez Castillo’s memories of 
temporary stress-induced blindness, 
crossing the U.S.-Mexican border, and 
living as an undocumented immigrant 
in California. Like many authors, Her- 
nandez Castillo’s readings had to be 
canceled because of the pandemic, so 
if you send a copy of his book to him 
with a self-addressed, stamped enve- 
lope, you'll get a signed version back. 


Barn 8 by Deb Olin Unferth 

Heist books are so damn fun. If 
you ve never experienced the thrill of 
being at the edge of your seat, flipping 
pages faster and faster until you run 
dangerously close to getting a paper 
cut, you're missing out. Barn 8 isa 
story about the American egg industry 
and two auditors’ attempts to steal a 
million chickens. It’s political, funny, 
and the perfect fiction if you're inter- 
ested in the behemoth that is Ameri- 
can agriculture, poultry, and produce. 


Deceit and Other Possibilities by Va- 
nessa Hua 

You might have seen Vanessa Hua’s 
byline from her San Francisco Chron- 
icle column, but did you know that 
she’s also a prolific fiction writer too? 
These short stories are about a manip- 
ulative “prophet” who wants his own 


brush with stardom, selfish men and 
the women they don’t deserve, and a 
hopeful Stanford prospective pushed 
to the edge. Somewhat inspired by 
real-life events, they’re a testament to 
Hua’s own curiosity about the strange 
things that happen in our world that 
eventually disappear from the news — 
only to be resurfaced in fiction. 


Black Widow: A Sad-Funny Journey 
Through Grief for People Who Normally 
Avoid Books with Words Like “Journey” in 
the Title by Leslie Gray Streeter 

If this book title isn’t already a 
knockout to you, then I don’t know 
what to say. But in all seriousness, hu- 
mor is necessary to survive grief, and 
Leslie Gray Streeter imbues her mem- 
oir of losing her husband with just 
that. A love story that contemplates 
death, race, and single motherhood, 
Streeter’s book is not something to 
gloss over. 


For younger readers: 


Just Like Me by Vanessa Brant- 
ley-Newton 

This picture book is for all the girls 
who ve ever felt out of place, and all 
the girls who know exactly who they 
are. It’s a collection of poetry accompa- 
nied with beautifully illustrated scenes 
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that validate the wide spectrum of 
emotions and experiences. It acknowl- 
edges that we are all always growing: 
“Tam a canvas / Being painted on / By 
the words of my family / Friends / And 
community.” 


Rebelwing by Andrea Tang 

For YA lovers, this book has it all: 
a brave (and reluctant) heroine, ro- 
mance, and a cybernetic dragon. Pru- 
dence is just a prep school kid living in 
a dystopian Washington, D.C. when a 
dragon named Rebelwing “imprints” 
on her. Soon, she becomes the only 
person who can fly Rebelwing — and 
possibly, the only person who can save 
the country.

This news demonstrates how base- 
ball is paradoxically both trivial and 
vital: trivial in that it must be uncer- 
emoniously sacrificed to protect our 
physical health, but vital in that our 
mental health suffers as the sport is 
snatched away from us. We now turn 
our attention to a pandemic that will 
certainly kill some of us, while we wish 
we could instead just watch a game 


that brings us joy. 


Under normal circumstances, base- 
ball can serve as a pleasant diversion 
from tedious or painful realities in our 
everyday lives. Yet the harshest reality 
we currently face has deprived us of 
this particular distraction when we 
need it the most. In times of stress and 
fear and worry, when we feel threat- 
ened or unsafe, we are able to draw 
strength and resolve from our connec- 
tions with other people. Unfortunately, 
our ability to maintain those connec- 
tions has rapidly eroded this month, 
and the disappearance of sports from 
our lives factors prominently into that 


erosion. 


In more concrete terms, baseball’s 
indefinite delay translates into lost 
revenue across the board — not just 
in ticket sales and television deals, but 
for workers who manage concession 
stands and souvenir booths, transpor- 
tation networks that facilitate stadium 
access, and restaurants and bars that 
capitalize on the extra excitement and 
foot traffic. Game day fuels an entire 


sub-economy. 


Everyone who has a financial stake 
in MLB can only wait and wonder 
when the whole system will start gear- 
ing back up again. Huddles are hap- 
pening, in conference rooms or (more 
likely) on conference calls, but these 
surely feature more hand-wringing and 
resigned sighs than confident planning 
about how to proceed when the gates 
finally open and the bleachers fill once 
more with the hot dog-munching, 


beer-quaffing masses. 


For the San Francisco Giants, the 
preferred time to strategize about at- 
tendance was months ago, when front 
office conversations covered marketing 
campaigns, not guidance from the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion. Back then the team was talking 
to season-ticket holders, not public 
health officials. 


“We do focus groups early, early, 
early in the off-season,’ the Giants’ 
Faham Zakariaei told SF Weekly on 
March 4, speaking for an article about 
promotional giveaways that was sched- 
uled for publication this week, before 
the coronavirus crisis rendered such 


considerations moot. 


The senior director of promotions 
and special events had gone on to say, 
“We bring in close to 150 fans and we 
just kind of talk about the previous 
year, we talk about the upcoming year, 
with the goal of identifying some new 
ideas.” Zakariaei described how this 
process helped shape a 2020 giveaway 
lineup headlined by such items as the 
“Buster Hugs” Neck Pillow and the 
Lou Seal “Flipper” Hat — cute and fun 
products whose fate now sits in limbo 
along with everything else Giants-re- 


lated.
